John Ambulance ‘Association and 
Brigade are performing, : in’ the 
rellef of human suffering, very few 
people realise, that these organisu- 
tions have their origin, in the 
Order: of St. John—the most an- 
cient Order of chivalry—which 
was in existence at the time of the 
Crusaders, 

Early in the eleventh century, a 
hospital existed in Jerusalem, to 
minister to the needa of the pil- 
grims, who came from all parts of 
Europe, to visit the Holy City. 
When in 1087 the Crusaders — be- 
siexed Jerusalem, the hospice was 
In charge of a body of men, calling 
themselves “The Poor Brethren of 
the Hospital of St. John,” and these 
men devoted their lives to the relfet 
of suffering, and the administra- 
tion of -hospitality to the pilgrims. 
It was tyvound this hospital that the 
Order of St. John developed, and al- 
thdugh in later years the Knights 
became onc of the greatest military 
organisation, they still maintained 
and developed — the humanitarian 
side of their work, as their name 
—-Knight Hospitaller-—-denates, 


.An Island Fortress.’ 


In 1187, Snladin. drove the 
Knights from derusalem,.and after 
sojourning in Acre and Cyprus, the 
order of St. John became establish- 
ed in Rhodes. Vor over two hund- 
red years, the Knights in their is- 
fand fortress held their own, and, 
by their stubborn .defence, helped 
te stem the tide which threatened 
to overwhelm Europe... In 1480, the 


Turks determined to subjugate this |e 


bulwark, but after a lony and fierce 
vonilict, they were defeated, by the 
Knights, In 1622, however, the 
Knights were compelled to leave 
Rhodes, after a siege lasting six 
months, and after some years of 
wandering, they settled in Multa, 
Notwithstanding, a fierce  Tur- 
kish httack on this island in 1665, 
the Knights remained in Malta, for 
more than two hundred cara, 
During this period they became a 
powerful naval force, their large 
fleet being: engaged in attacking the 
pirates of the Mediterranean, al- 
though during the whole of ‘thelr 
existence the Knights gave special 
attention to the maintenance of a 
large hospital in the convent of the 
Order. However prominent — the 
military dutics of the Hospitallers 
might be, they never allowed the 
original duty of relieving human 
suffering to lapse, nor the spirit of 
charity to be forgotten by them. 
Townrds the end of their stay in 
Malta, the Knights sof St. John 
gradually lost their influence in 
the Mediterranean, and they were 
dispersed by Napoleon in-1798, 


The English Branch. 


Early in the nineteenth century, 
the English branch of the order, 
(vhich came into existence in 1150 
but had been dormant since the Re- 
formation), was revived, and in 
1888 the status of the Order was 

‘confirmed by. Queen Victoria, who 
granted a new Charter which ‘to- 
day controla the work of the Eng- 
lish Grand Priory and its depart- 
ments, 


Such is the great background off 
history from which the St. John,

strength of tho Brigade in the Bri- 
tish Emplro is now nearly"50,000. 

It cun therefore bo seon that the 
St. John Ambulance movement Is 
not an isolnted aocluty existing for 
teaching First Ald, but that cach 
member of the organisation belongs 
to the noblo Order, stretching from 
the Middle Ages to the present day, 
united in their determination to re- 
lieve the suffering of mankind 


Local Association, 


The Hongkong and China Dis- 
trict Association was formed some 
sixteen yenra ayo by Mr. Edwin 
Ralphs, and ita members and officers 
now number 400. None of  th® 
members receive salaries, all join 
the Brigade with the unaclfish aim, 
of serving the public and their 
fellow-men, 

.The members render assistance 
when local fires, storms, and other 
disasters occur, in whieh medical 
services are required: they have 
also taken a very substantial part 
in the Colony's vaccination cam- 
paign, and’ from the beginning of 
the year 1927 to the present time 
have vaccinated‘ no tess than 600,- 
000 members of the community. 
They attend Race Meetings, Athle- 
tic Sports Meetings, Football Mcet- 
ings, Bathing Beaches, and Proces- 
sions, for the purpose gf rendering 
assistance, in case of need. 

For several yenrs, the Brigade 
was financed entirely by Mr. Ho 
Kom-tong, ‘but it has now grown 
to such an extent, that it has be- 
come too turge un financial rea- 
ponsibility for any one man to 
shoulder, 

During the course of the local 
Association's existence, it has been 
the subject of favourable mention 
on, several occasions, and, in parti- 
cular, in connexion with axsistance 

iven ont the Race Course 
enlamity, and —Gresson Street 
tragedy, in 1918, the Po 
Hing Fong disaster, in 1926, and 
the recent Railway disaster. and 
Staunton Street fire. . 

Wis Majesty the King has confer- 
red the honour of a Knight of 
Grace on no less than five of our 
members and a number of other 
distinctions, and marks of recogni- 
tion have, from time to time, been 
given in appreciation -of falthful 
and worthy work. 


More Ambulances.

—as milestones—on the road of pro- 
gress.

‘(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Wuchow, June 22, 

Kor the first time for two years, 
Kwangsi is. at present controlled 
by one Government, with General 
Wung Iu-tso as Military Governor.

General Wang Shao-hung. 

There are signs of a trade re- 
vival between Wuchow and the 
inland cities, but it remaing to be 
xeen whether the change will be 
more than temporary. 

For ‘the coming campaign 
against Nanking, money {a badly 
necded, with the result “that the 
old Hkin has been resurrected 
here In Wuchow. 

Since the Kwangsi forees have 
{nken over from the Cantonese, 
anti-Christian «propaganda has 
been noticenble in the loenl press, 
whilst troops which in the past 
have largely — refrained from 
occupying foreign premises have 
begun to resort to this: practice 
Wherever possible, 

The anti-Christian ~ prépaganda 
tnay be due to the fact that Chiang 
Kui-eshek’s professed Christianity 
is being freely commented upon by 
his enemies. 

The removal of Chang Fat- 
kwei's Fronside Army from Posen 
to Kweilin has led to the lawless 
vlements coming into prominence 
aynin, At lenst one city is knawn 
to have been burned hy them, and 
there are fears of a “Red” revival 
in the western part of the pro- 
vince. The Government, howevel, 
is acting quickly with a view to 
preserving peace. 

There are at present no troop 
movements of importance in the 
provinee, as Sothern Kwangsi is 
controlled by only sufficient forces 
to maintain peace. On.the Hu- 


nan-Kwangtung border, however. 


troops are being mobilised, 

So long as the Kwanysi leaders 
play a part In the rebellion against 
Nanking, there - are smal) pros- 
pects of peace, The Kwangai
